Manner Of Improving Tbe Water Works 
Definitely Decided Upon At Meet- 
ing City Council. 

At an adjourned meeting of the City 
Council held on Tuesday night there 
being present Councilmen Gregory, 
Walter, Herndon and Zanone and 
Mayor Logan it was unanimously de- 
cided to improve the Water Works 
System in the following manner: by 
erecting a water tank with a capacity 
of 19(1,000 gallons at some high point 
close up in town as near as possible to 
the end of the 8 inch main leading 
from the pumping station; to build a 
modern filter of sufficient size to as- 
sure the purity of the water, regard- 
less of the increase in quantity and to 
increase the height of the dam to such 
an extent as the funds will permit. 
The water works committee was order- 
ed to at once get into communication 
with competent engineers with a view 
of getting a reliable man to look after 
the work in behalf of the city, also it 
was ordered that steps be at once 
taken to place the bonds. 

We do not wish to assume the at- 
tiude of advising the gentlemen in this 
matter, but we would like to suggest 
that now they have fully decided what 
they intend to do, it would be well to 
push the matter along to a rapid com 
pletion, as this weather is very suit- 
able for such work.

TREMENDOUS DAM 
Over Dix River Near King's Mill Seems 
To Be An Assured Fact At An 
Early Day. 

The following press dispatch sent out 
from Lexington would indicate that 
the erection of a Dam across Dix river 
a short distance above where it empties 
into the Kentucky, is an assured fact. 
We do not as yet know just what this 
means insofar as Lancaster is concern- 
ed, as the gentlemen who are promot- 
ing the scheme have not as yet fully 
made known their intentions, further 
than that they propose to furnish light 
and power to the towns in this section 
of the state. 

Lexington., Ky., April 6.— At a meet 
ing held here last night by the promo- 
ters of the Dix river Power, Company 
the articles of incorporation were sign- 
ed and officers and directors elected. 
It is proposed by the company to build 
a dam 200 feet high across Dix river a 
few miles above its confluence with the 
Kentucky and with the water thus con- before them, 
fined to generate the equivalent of 
24,000 horsepower per day. Transmits 
ion lines, intended, shall be run to 
Louisville, Lexington and possibly Cin- 
cinnati. It is estimated, that the com- 
pletion of the plans will not cost 
above $3,000,000. The directors elected 
are Bethel Veecb, Louisville; L. B. 
Herrington and Harvey Chenault, Rich 
mond; C. P. Kennedy, Burgin; S. Wal- 
ton Forgy, Elkton; J. Miller Ward. 
Paris, and R. C. McDonald, Niagara 
Falls, N. Y. The officers elected are 
L. B. Herrington, president; Harvey 
Chenault, secretary, and Bethel Veecb, 
treasurer. 



Lexington Gets Mammoth Tobacco Plant 
Of The Burley Tobacco Society. 

The Burley Tobacco Society has pur- 
chased the property recently occupied 
by Dr. Sprague as a Sanitarium on 
South Broadway in Lexington and will 
erect thereon an immense tobacco 
warehouse, including a fully equipped 
tobacco warehouse with loose leaf sell- 
ing floor, large basement, a redrying 
plant, stemmery, power plant and all 
other necessary accessories together 
with the mammoth factory building. 
The loose leaf warehouse alone will be 
ovei 500 feet in length and will cover 
several acres of ground. Work is to 
begin on the new piant at once. 

Overwhelming Majority For School Bonds 
Only Five Dissentiing Votes Cast 
Against Them. 

The proposition to issue $29,000. 
bonds for the purpose of erecting a 
graded school building in Lancaster, 
which was submitted to the people of 
the district on last Saturday, carried 
unanimously, there being only five dis- 
senting ballots: there was 251 votes in 
favor of the issuance of the bonds and 
five against their issuance. This means 
that in the very near future Lancaster 
is to have a school building adequate to 
the growing necessity for more room, 
and a modern built, 'modern equipped, 
up-to-date school building, sanitary, 
well ventilated well lighted and with 
the modern appliances of every do- 
scription. which are to be found in all 
of the school buildings erected in re- 
cent years. 

The present school building at the 
time the property was bought and the 
buildings overhauled and added to, to 
make them suitable for thepurposes for 
which they are being used, were 
thought to be in every respect suitable 
for that purpose, but the influx of peo- 
ple seeking the advantages of good 
educational facilities was not then fore- 
seen, and the building soon became so 
congested as to be wholly unequal to 
the demands made upon it, and it was 
seen that something must be done to 
remedy this state of affairs, but just 
how to do this without placing an ad- 
ditional burden of taxation upon the 
people was a problem which could not 
be easily solved, until the death of one 
of our noblest and best citizens, that 
philanthropic gentleman, Mr. Lewis, 
Y. Leavell, bequeathing a fund for the 
use of the school which made possible 
the erection of adequate buildings with- 
out additional taxation; then it was 
that it was determnied to issue bonds 
and erect a new building. Of course 
nothing can be done just at present 
toward the contemplated improvements 
but with the closing of the present 
school term, the trustees will doubtless 
get busy and rush the erection of the 
new building to a rapid completion. 

POSSIBLE BUT NOT PROBABLE 
Fayette County Citizen Suggests That The 
Citizens Build. Own And Operate A 
Car Line Between 
And 

Wes. Mayfleld, of Fayette county, in 
a letter to the Lexington Leader has 
the following to say about the needs of 
an interurban to Lancaster; 

A tew days ago I took a trip to Gar- 
rard county. I went to Nicholasville 
too late to catch the mail wagon, which 
is run by a "blind nigger" and a "crip- 
pled hoss, " between there and Braynts- 
ville. So I waited around Nicholasville 
with some old friends a couple of hours, 
and after "doseing" them up with 
some "snake ile" which I usually carry 
in my pocket for my "rizitism," espec- 
ially when I am going to a "dry town" 
like Nicholasville, I struck out for 
Hickman bridge a foot 

A car line is needed badly between 
Nicholasville and Lancaster. If the 
people will build it and keep it, it will 
be a paying proposition as well as a 
convenience. It was a long time be- 
fore the people knew that they could 
own the turnjrikes. Now, who would 
be willing for the pikes to go back into 
the hands of private corporations. 
It would be just as easy for them to 
own the interurban car lines. And 
could travel for about one-half less 
than we now pay. And then the peo- 
ple can own the natural gas wells, the 
coal mines, the water works, etc, just 
as easy as they own the turnpikes, the 
streets, the school houses and other 
public institutions.. The people support 
all these, institutions, whether public or 
private. The producers can never get 
their full products until they understand 
this, the most important question now 
With a little study, they 
can understand it, and when once un- 
derstood they will solve the problem. " 

Mr. Mayfieid's suggestion is a good 
one, but we do not deem it plausible. 
However, we are firm in our belief 
that within the course of but a few 
years these two towns will be connect- 
ed by an interurban line, built not as 
he suggests, by the people, but by a 
corporation, but not at the cost to the 
people which he suggests.

Factions Disagree And Republicans Send 

Two Sets Of Delegates To Conven- 
tion. 

The largest republican convention 
ever held in Lancaster was the one 
last Saturday. Before nine o'clock the 
streets on the Public Square were most 
blockaded With the enthusiastic ad- 
herents of President Taft and Colonel 
Roosevelt, the friends of each present- 
ing the relative merits of thejr leader. 
The Roosevelt forces from Paint Lick 
came down headed by a brass band, 
which greatly aided the leaders to 
handle the large crowd who came to 
help carry the convention for the ex- 
President. The Roosevelt leaders had 
made arrangments to furnish enter- 
tainment for their followers by free 
lunch with burgoo and coffee with the 
band playing while they were waiting 
for the final line up. Free lunch was 
also furnished fcv the Taft leaders. 
When county chairman, W. C. Winn 
called the convention to order from the 
front steps of the court house, between 
eleven and twelve hundred republicans 
pressed around the speaker and when he 
directed the Taft followers to go down 
Stanford Street and the Roosevelt sup- 
porters to Danville street, there wa? 
most a stampede so anxious were the 
earnest voters to get in line to be 
counted. Counters were appointed by 
the chairman to count and report the 
number in each line who wished to vote 
for the Taft and Roosevelt candidate 
for permanant chairman of the con- 
vention. There was a disagreement 
between the counters of the two fic- 
tions and the Roosevelt forces returned 
and held their convf ntion in front of 
the Court house on the Public Square 
and instructed the sixteen delegates to 
vote for Colonel Roosevelt for 
dent. The Taft supporters held another 
convention and instructed their dele- 
gates for President Taft. It was 
generally conceded that the Roosevelt 
crowd was considerably in the majority. 
Much indignation was expressed by 
the Roosevelt people against the action 
of the Taft supporters in withdrawing 
from the convention and many of them 
do not hesitate in saying that should 
Taft get the nomination in such a mar.j 
ner they will not support him in No* 
vember. While we regret that our 
brethren should have such stormy con- 
ventions as are being held over the 
state, with the bitterness which must 
result from such contest, but "tis an 
ill wind that blows nobody good", and 
we firmly believe that November elec- 
tion will show the largest democratic 
majority in Kentucky and in Garrard 
County ever counted.
